He then told of his boy¬ 
hood association with Bob Evans, and 
now Bob went nortly to fight with 
the Yanks and lie staved with the 
Johnny Rebs. In one battle he saw 
his boyhood friend In line with the 
gun wl offl fire he was directing. Me 
told the gunner not to fire on that 
man. and when the gunner insisted. 


he aaid. "Well, lilt hint 1 vs the leg," 
and lie was shot rn the leg, a wound 
he bore to his last days. 

Judge Weight and Col. (Fighting) 
Boh Evans were friend* for alt the 
years after the war, and he never 
could tell him that he wns the cause 
of his misery, Once he »ot courage 
and wrote him the whole story and 
Col. Boh Evans replied; "Why. 
Wright; 1 have known the story all 
these years since the war. Your gun¬ 
ner didn’t hit me. It was another 
fellow "
